However, it would be s 
long and exhaustive examination to ascertain the 
real facts. Such an investigation is impractica-

We are unanimously of the opinion that, for 
the redress of the alleged grievances in the con- 
tests, the convention) itself, and not the national 
committee, is the proper forum.

The train consisted of two coaches, a bag- 
gage car, and the engine, and all but the 
engine were hurled from the track down a 
seven foot embankment, turning over twice

Sees the Storm Coming. 


watched the gathering storm closely as his 
train sped along, as he feared from the 
appearance of the clouds that a tornado 
might result. As the train approached Oak- 
ford the clouds suddenly seemed to concen- 
trate and drop, apparently coming directly 
towards the train. 

Realizing that the train would encounter 
the tornado if it proceeded the engineer came 
to a halt. The approaching tornado, when 
about a mile away, suddenly swerved and 
the train was directly in its path. 


Races with the Tornado. 

Then the engineer endeavored to run be- 
yond the zone of danger and again the torna- 
do swerved and headed directly for the flying 
train. The roar was heard plainly above the 
rattle of the cars. Steam was crowded on 
and like a rocket the light accommodation, 
jumping and pounding on the rails, rushed 
ahead in an endeavor to cross before the 
storm. 

Suddenly with a crash that was heard 
above the rumble and roar of the tornado, 
the train was struck broadside, the coaches 
torn from the engine, and lifted into the air 
and hurled from the embankment into the 
ditch. The engine alone remained upon the 


rails. 
Brakeman Tells of Affair. 

The storm was described by Brekeman 
Mendonsa as a funnel shaped cloud, accom- 
panied by darkness and a tremendous rain. 

“ As soon as the train stopped,” he esaid, “I 
felt the car going over, and I grabbed a seat 
and held to it. Men, women, and a number 
of babies were being tossed about in she car 
as itrolled down theembankment.” 


Engine Goes for Help. 

The engine was hurried on to Petersburg, 
where a relief train was speedily made up, 
and, bearing physicians, hurried back to 
the scene. The wrecked cars took fire, but 
the flames were extinguished before 
headway had been made. As soon 4s possi- 
ble the injured were placed aboard the relief 
train and taken to Springfield and Havana. | 

General Manager W. H. Gridley. who suf- 
fered a broken arm, remained on the spot 
and directed the relief work, as did Conductor 
Coleman of Springfield, who was cut about

DUTCH WIN IN TWO BATTLES. 


Rebel Towns in Northern Sumatra Are 
Taken and Huntireds of Men, 
Women, and Children Killed. | 


AMSTERDAM, July 5.—A dispatch from 
Batavia (capital of the Dutch East Indies) 
says that the commander of the expedition 
to North Achin (northern Sumatra) attacked 
Likat on June 20.

For six months charges against Mr. Weare 
have been in the hands of a special commit- 
tee of which Walter Fitch, vice president of 
the board of trade, waschairman. The com- 
mittee reported to the board of directors yes- 
terday and six witnesses were heard. John 
Hill Jr. acted as attorney for the board, and 
Mr. Weare was represented by H. W. Rogers, 
head of the grain firm of H. W. Rogers & 
Bro., through which house the Weares 
cleared their trades after the disastrous end- 


Long in Fur Business. 

Mr. Weare until two years ago was reputed 
to be a rich man. He is 65 years old and was 
a pioneer in business in Chicago. Before 
coming to Chicago he was a fur traderin the 
northwest and was one of the first to enter 
the Yukon country. He was interested In the 
North American Trading company with the 
Cudahys. After coming to Chicago he en- 
gaged in the fur business and established the 
largest fur house in the west at South Water 
street and Fifth avenue.

Shortly after Weare began to devote his 
entire attention to grain and established the 
firm of P. B. Weare & Co. His business pros-

* How the Blow Fell. 


The Ohio delegates met at 9 o’clock in the 
Lindell hotel prepared for trouble. The first 
subject taken up was the selection of a mem- 
ber of the committee on resolutions. For 
this place two delegates were placed in 
nomination. They were John A. McMahon. 
of Dayton and Mayor Johnson. The dele- 
gation was polled and the result of the vote 
was the selection of Mr. McMahon by a 
vote of 21 to 19. » 


Johnson Votes Alone. 


The second contest, which proved not so 
close but none the less spectacular, and in 
which Mr. Johnson expressed his compii- 
ments to Mr. McLean, arose over the selec- 
tion of the member of the national commit- 
tee of Ohio. For this place Mr. McLean and 
Louis Broucker of Mansfield were nomi- 
nated. The result of a ballot was the selec- 
tion of Mr. McLean by a vote of 27 to 15.

Gov. Vardaman of Mississippi Says His

pealed—iInsist That Plank in Repub-

Democrats Mast Answer.

St. Louls, Mo.,, July 5.—[Special.)—" That 
plank in the republican platform is a chal- 
lenge to the democratic party, especially to 
the southern democracy, and should be an- 
swered.”’ 

This is the declaration of Gov. James K. 
Vardaman of Mississippi with reference to 
the statement of the republican resolutions 
calling for an inquiry and a subsequent re- 
duction in representation in congress for 
states that have restricted the franchise to 
the injury of negro voters. The governor 
declared he would be perfectly willing to 
have the south’s representation reduced if 
the fourteenth amendment is repéaled. 


Other Southerners Agree. 

Gov. Vardaman’s view finds support among 
other southern leaders and delegates and 
a majority of the men from the southern 
states are insisting that the democratic na- 

onal] platform shall take up the race issue 

ith the republicans as an answer to the 
challenge. 

A minority asserts that the answer, if one 
be made, should come from ‘the northern 
democratic states, adding that the southern 
states are entirely able to handle the race 
question without help and especially with- 
out platform aid. 

Such a position is taken by Congressman 
Henry D. Clayton of Alabama, member of 
the national committee. The majority, how- 
ever, believes that the southern states are 
interested in the matter and that they should 
insist if necessary that the plank be an- 
swered. As a matter of fact they regard 
it as certain that it will be answered. 


Vardaman a Notable Figure. 


Gov. Vardaman, in an immaculate suit of 
white flannel, ending at the feet in a highly 
polished pair of patent leather shoes and 
at the head in a black soft hat, discussed 
the question today at the St. Nicholas hotel. 
The Mississippi executive is one of the 
picturesque statesmen of the convention. 
His long black hair contrasting with his 
white clothes, attracts from a distance,’ and 
his courtesy attracts at close quarters. 

“That plank should be answered,” he 
said. ‘“‘ The pasition of the southern states 
should be defended in the democratic na- 
tional platform. What the south has dune 
has not been done out of hatred for the 
negro. That doesn't enter into the propo- 
sition at all. 

“All the southern states have been inter- 
ested in is the preventing of ignorant rule 
in their. administration. We had a taste 
of this once. We had it directly’after the 
war. The men who know what it was to 
have an ignorant, incompetent negro rule 
fixed on a state do not intend that the op- 
portunity should be offered again. 

“We got them out and we intend that 
they should stay out. That’s all. We in- 
tend that men unfit for the franchise shall 
not have it, and we have devised a per- 
fectly legal and constitutional method of 


protecting our states.” 


Want the Fourteenth Repealed. 
With regard to the reduction of repre- 
‘sentation in congress Gov. Vardaman said: 
“I am perfectly willing to have the repre- 
sentation reduced on one condition. Let 


them repeal the fourteenth amendment. I 


believe that many southerners agree with 
me in expressing such willingness. — 

“ We will be willing to have only such rep- 
resentation as we are entitled to if the 
amendmeént will be repealed.”’

St. Louis, Mo., July 5.—[Special.}—Hearst’s 

candidacy no longer a ting the situation 
in the smallest degree™fowa democrats came 
out strong today for Mayor McClellan of 
New York as a presidential eandidate. They 
still may cast some nominal and perfunctory 
votes for the publisher, but under the in- 
fluence of Gen. J. B. Weaver, Bryan's friend, 
they are working up much enthusiasm for 
Gotham’s chief executive. 
_ It appears that the “ reaffirmation ” wing 
of the lowa democracy, which is in the ma- 
jority in the delegation, deems it imperative 
to secure the nomination of a Bryan candi- 
date, not so much for the good of the na- 
tional ticket as for the exigencies of their 
political game at home. 


Hearst First, McClellan Next. 


“T am what, you would call a radical 
conservative,”’ said Gen. Weaver, after dis- 
cussing his candidacy on the populist ticket 
in 1892, and his identification with the green- 
back party in the ‘80s. “ Now I consider 
the worst thing democracy can do is tonom- 
inate Parker and put the Belmonts behind 
the presidential chair. Iam confident Hearst 
can be nominated, but if he cannot I look 
M shard favor upon young McClellan of New 

ork.”’ 

The general snapped out these remarks 
with frascible little jerks at his white goatee. 
He had just emerged from a conference with 
Col. Bryan and Charley Towne. 

Ten minutes later the word had‘gone for- 
ward that McClellan was to be the second 
choice and the mandate had been accepted 
by all except the members of the reorganiza- 
tion minority. 

Iowa democrats are framing their action 
in this convention with a view to its effect 
upon the state convention, which will as- 
semble at Iowa City on July 19. The re- | 
affirmation crowd has named A. W. Max- 
well for temporary chairman, while the re- 
organization people have put up A. J. Jack- 
son. The matter is in a deadlock in the 
state committee, the chairman of which was 
selected by the Des Moines convention in the 
face of charges of no jurisdiction. 


Nomination Will Decide Fight. 

The delegation now in St. Louis is a Max- 

well delegation, and should a Bryan candi- 
date be nominated by any chance the or- 
ganization of the state convention by the re- 
affirmationists would be assured. So éyen- 
ly are the two factions matched, however, 
that the almost certain nomination of Par- 
ker will throw the balance of power to the 
reorganizationists. This is admitted by Gen. 
Weaver's following. And hence the super- 
human efforts the reaffirmation people are 
making in behalf of Hearst first or Mc- 
Clellan second. 
The Iowa delegation met this evening and 
reélected Charles A. Walsh a member of 
the national committee. There was no op- 
position. Mr. Walsh is now secretary of 
the national committee. 

A committee from the Wisconsin delega- 
tion appeared before the Iowa caucus and 
presented its claims for Edward C. Wall 
for president. The speeches were listened to 
in silence, the entire Iowa delegation look- 
ing with disfavor upon th approaches of the 
Wisconsin crowd. As for vice president 
the Iowans have no preferences. 

_“ When we locate a president,”’ said A. R. 
MoCook, secretary of the delegation, “ we'll 
get out our geographies and find a vice 
president.” 


SEVERAL STILL CLING TO OLNEY 


Massachusetts Appoints Committee of 
Five to Make Canvass of 
Delegations. 


Louis, Mo., July 5.—The Massachusetts 
delegation appointed a committee of five to 
tmmediately make @ canvass of the unin- 
structed delegations with a view to gathering 
in all. the Olmey votes possible.

The two are 
Murray Vandiver, state chairman of Mary- 
land, and Col. Victor L. Baughman of Fred- | 
erick, who is at the head of the Maryland 
delegation, Baughman is in close touch with 
the New York Parker people. 


Hoosiers Hold a Caucus. 

The Indiana delegation held a meeting be- 
hind closed doors this afternoon at the 
Southern and discussed the whole situation. 
It was stated at the meeting that Indiana 
should give the eastern delegations to under- 
stand that it e the national cheirman- 
ship and desires nothing else. As things 
stand Indiana is on the watch for further 
maneuvers on the part of the New Yorkers 
and there may be a serious crossing of 
swords before the convention is over. 

It has been hinted from New York that 
Taggart can have the vice chairmanship for 
the middle west, but it is understood the 
ne leader would not accept that posi- 
tion. 

U. 8. Jackson, the well known Bryan leader 
of Greenfield, who fell into line for Parker 
when the boom for the New Yorker struck 
Indiana several months ago, and whose in- 
fluence with the radical democracy of the 
state Is commanding, said in reference to 
the chairmanship matter: * We want Tag- 
gart as national chairman because he un- 
doubtedly will carry Indiana. We know 
what he has done before and we believe he 
can do the same again. There is no demo- 
crat In the country who Is as well fitted for 
the position as Taggart.” 


Shively to Cross Swords with Bryan. 

Maj. John R. Simpson, the veteran demo- 
cratic leader of Qrange county, was also 
outspoken. “ There is no mén here from 
Indiana who wants anything from this eon- 
vention,”’ he said, “ except the nomination 
of. Parker and the election of Taggart to 
head the national committee."". Andrew M. 
Sweeney, Myron K. King, and a crowd of 
leading Indianapolis democrats arrived this 
afternoon. 

The register at the Indiana headquarters 
in the Southern is nearly filled with names 
already.

ANTI-PARKER MEN STUMPED. 


Pennsylvania Offered to Go to Any Man 
» Barring Hearst if a Majority | 
Could Be Figured. 


St. Louls, Mo., July 5.—Criticism of the ac- 
tion of Pennsylvania in deeiding to vote for 
Parker has been free and harsh today amo 
some of the anti-Parker men, but others 
say that a proposition made by one of the 
Pennsylvania leaders is quite fair. 

It is stated that after the action of the 
Pennsylvania delegation last night a mem- 
ber of the delegation held a conference with 
some of the anti-Parker leaders and said 
that Rennsylivania, notwithstanding the in- 
dorsement of Parker, would give sixty-eight 
votes to any eastern candidate—with the ex- 
ception of Hearst—upon whom the oppost- 
tion could concentrate with enough pledged 
votes, which, together with the sixty-eight 
votes of Pennsylvania,. would make two 
votes more than one-third of the convention. 

Among the candidates named who would 
be satisfactory were Pattison of Pennsyl- 
vania, Gorman of Maryland, Gray of Dela- 
ware, Harmon of Ohio, Olney of Massachu- 
setts, and Coler of New York. 

Upon this proposition some of the anti- 
Parker men have been working, but they 
have mot been meeting with much success, 
Cohesion of the anti-Parker men is apparent- 
ly impossible. Hearst cannot transfer his 
delegates and his supporters cannot promise 
any instructed and pledged Hearst men for 
any man after Hearst is out of the running. 

Massachusetts will give no Indication or 
pledge of her delegates beyond Olney. The 
same is true of Wall in Wisconsin, Harmon 
in Ohio, and Cockrell in Missouri, although 
it is supposed that Missouri would go to 
Gorman should there be an opportunity. 


GREAT DEMAND FOR SEATS. 


Supply Is Exhausted anc Ticket Specu- 
lators Can Command Almost 
Any Price They Wish. 


St. Louis, Mo., July 5.—It Is certain that no 
convention in years will be more largeby at-. 
tended than that which opens tomorrow. 
The supply of seats has been exhausted, and 
almost any: premium could be exacted by 
such persons as always find some of the 
muck sought cards for purposes of specula- 
tion. Several of the state delegations today 
appointed committees to visit the national 
committee in order to get increased supplies 
of admissions. Most, of the applications 


availed nothing.

Oyster Bay, N. ¥., July 5.—[Special. ]—It is 
expected that the president will soon make 
an important move in the matter of the 
Armenian atrocities. Bach day he receives 
letters and cablegrams telling hit of re- 
cent massacres of Armenians and urging 
him to take some action in the direction 
of preventing a further slaughter of inno- 
cent people. The state department is in 
possession of full particulars of the recent 
massacres and President Roosevelt has kept 
himself fully tnformed as to the latest de- 
velopments. 

Both President Roosevelt and members of 
his family are keeping much closer to their 
home this summer than in past years. For- 
merly the president and Mrs. Roosevelt fre- 
quently were seen riding and driving through 
this village and over the country roads, and 
scarcely a day passed that the children were 
not seen riding bareheaded through the vil- 
lage without escort or guard.

| NEAR STARVATION 
Seventeen More Victims Pick- 
ed Up and Landed at. 
Port of Aberdeen. 


SAVED CLOSE TO DEATH. 


Seant Supply of Food and Water 
‘Completély Exhausted Before 
Is Sighted. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

ABERDEEN, Scotland, July 5.—Seventeen 
more survivors from the steamer Norge, 
picked up In a siiall-boat néadr thé island of 
St. Kilda yesterday, were landed here by the 
steamer Rattray Bay today. They include 
twelve passengérs, the third mate, and thé 
quartermaster, a steward, a lamp trimmer, 
and one of the crew. They had lived for six 
days on thirty-four biscuits and six buckets 
of water. 

The total number of easter so far as 
known is 145. Six hundred and twenty-seven 
personS are still missing. 

The party landéd here today drifted at thé 
mercy of the Atlantic for six days: When 
both water and food were gone, and when 
the occupants were almost too exhausted 
even to hope the Rattray Bay hove in sight 
This was on July 4, whén the boat Was about 
thirty miles off St. Kilda. 


On Vefge of Starvation. 
‘Those rescued had eked out an existence 


on two biscuits per day. When they started 


from the ill-fated ship there was only one 


small cask of fresh water in the boat. Be- 


fore the Rattray Bay fell in with them this 
and the biscuits had beén finished and the 
pangs of hunger had setin. They weathered 


a gale and continued as best they might; 


striving to reach the coast of Scotland 


against the heavy seas. From strips of life 


belts théy constructed a crude gail. The men 
had scarcely enough strength to hold the 
oars. 

When the survivors were dragged on 
board the fishermen were 
obliged to prevent them by foree from eating 
and drinking too much. 

‘Three Boats Missing. 

The third mate states that three other boats 
Started with that rescued by the tray 
Bay. One of those contained thirty-two per- 
sons, including several women and childrén. 
Ahother boat had fifteen men with thé gec- 
ond mate in charge. The third boat had 
ten men 6n board. The survivors parted 
company with the three boats on\July 8.

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EETTER BLOOD FOR PORTO RICO. 
One of the great arguments against the es- 
tablishment of American protectorates in 
tropical and semi-tropical climates has been 
that to matter how long the protectorates 


, were maintained the protected peoples would 


néver attain to any. such vigor of body or of 
tind as to be capable of self-government. 


‘ The consequence would be that the republic 


would be loaded down with territories that 
could never be advanced to statehood. 
Gov. Hunt of Porto Rico seems to have 


made up his mind that under such circum- 
‘stances as much attention should be paid to 


the development of the physique of the in- 
habitants of the American dependencies as 
to the development of their manufactures 
About 90 per cent of the 
agricultural laborers of Porto Rico suffer 
from anemia. They haven't enough blood. 
There is a parasite which gets into their veins 
and destroys the hemoglobin, or red coloring 
matter. .The physical effects are swollen 
legs and pasty complexions. The mental 
‘andhoral effects are inertia and lack of cop- 
tentrative power. 

At Gov. Hunt’s suggestion the legislative 
assembly of Porto Rico has appropriated 


. $5,000 for the formation of an anemia com- 


mission. Two Americans and one Porto 
Rican have been appointed members of this 
commission. A camp has been established 
in which fifty patients can be treated. More 
than 500 patients were passed through the 
camp during the first month of its existence. 
The results have been such as to furnish 
ground for the hope that in course of time 
the agricultural workers of Porto Rico will . 
‘be rescued from the anemia parasite and 
will be left free to fill their veins with good 
red blood. And good red blood will mean 
not only better health but greater interest 
in life and greater efficiency in the discharge 
of the duties of life. An anemic and in- 
-evitably listless population will be replaced 


~ by a full blooded and potentially energetic 


The vista thus opened to science and to. 
tivilization is, tantalizing in its display of 
possibilities. Will science be able so to 
modify the consequences of a climate and 
of a soil like those of Porto Rico as to effect 
a permanent improvement in the vigor and 
the capacity of the human beings whom that 
climate and that soil now to some degree‘ 
oppress and deplete? If so, a long step has 
been. taken toward the solution not only of 
the problem connected with the presence of 
Americans and Europeans in countries 


_ Warmer than their own, but also of that 
greater problem connected with the ultimate 


fapabilities of tropical and semi-tropical 
peoples. 

It iscertain, however, that no experiments 
Woking in this direction will ever be per- 
formed, except under a system of expansion 
whereby the dormant powers of feeble 
races can be aroused by the science and the 
energy of races that have learned how to 
apply the instruments of progress. 


THE VALUE OF KNOWING SPANISH. 
The Spanish war has made the Spanish 


language the most useful language for the 


Americans. 

For years it has been the custom among 
the better educated people to insist that their 
children learn French. This is because of 
tradition. French used to be the great dip- 
lomatic language. At one time it was 
spoken in all the courts of Europe. Hence 
it was the fashionable language. So the 
children of fashionable people were 
quired to learn it. 

But the French language as a diplomatic 
agent has become more or less decadent. It 
is not used with nearly as much frequency 
as formerly. It is no longer spoken at all 
the courts. 

French is not nearly so useful a language 
as itused tobe, To the American, at least, 
Spanish is far more useful than it ever was 
before. 

The Spanish war has brought us intoelose 
relations with Cuba, and into even closer 
relations with the Philippines and Porte 
Rico, Spanish is generally spoken among 
the educated classes of our Hast Indian is- 
lands, and is exclusively spoken in our West 
Indian islands. The pure Castilian Span- 
ish has been changed in its migration, but 
not much more so than the English has been 


* changed by being brought to America. 


The American boy is unfortunate whose 
mother has him taught French to the ex- 


clusion of Spanish. Of course, if he learns | 


both French and Spanish he is better off, 
but if he is to learn but one language Span- 
ish is better for him. If he becomes a mer- 
chant a knowledge of Spanish is bound to 
be serviceable tovhim, because the next few 
years will inevitably see a great expansion 
of American trade of all sorts, not only with 
our dependencies but also with the entire 
Spanish speaking continent of South Amer- 


dea. The young clerk who knows Spanish 


: everlastingly at it. | 


will have the advantage over his rival who 
doesn’t know it. | | 

If the young American wishes to enter 
public service a knowledge of Spanish will 
be of great benefit to him, The adminis- 
trator in the Philippines and Porto Rico, 
the envoy to any one of the South Amer- 
ican countries, is taught at the expense of 
his country and his own advancement, if he 
does not learn Spanish until after his ar- 
rival at his post. | 

Certainly not until] Spanish shall be wide- 
ly mastered in the United States will this 
country be prepared to the best advantage 
to follow up its policy of expansion. To ditc- 
tate a comprehensive business letter in 
Spanish is a great deal more worth while 
than the airing of a litle Chicago French 
in the streets of Paris. 


DAVID B. HILL. : 

David B. Hill is at the St. Louis conven- 
tion. Mr. Hill has been attending national 
conventions since 1878 and has taken a prom- 
inent partin them. But this convention is an 
integral part of the career of D. B. Hill. 
Whether the convention will be a successin 
naming a winning candidate cannot yet be 
determined, but for one man the convention 
isatriumph. That man is Hill. 

Hill is the most influential man at the 
convention. He controls the democracy of 
New York. He has named the candidate 
who will receive the most votes on the first 
ballot if not on the decisive one. He will 
write most of the platform. Little will be 
done without hisapproval. 

Other men in other conventions have had 
as much power as Mr. Hillis now exercising 
in St. Louis. But none of them has gone 
through what Hill has to:accomplish it. 
Through overwhelming defeat and crushing 
disappointment Hill has achicved once more 
to mastery. 

Eight years ago people said that Mr. Hill 
was dead politically. He had been defeated 
in the Chicago convention and driven from 
the party councils with abuse and ignominy. 
His career in the senate was about at an end. 
His lifelong ambition to be president had 
utterly failed of realization. Always a soli- 
tary man, it was predicted that he would be- 
come a hermit and spend the balance of his 
days in brooding over his disappointments, 
if indeed his one great disappointment, the 
failure of the presidential aspiration, did not 
hasten his death 

Hill learned politics under Tilden. He 
proceeded to do what Tilden did in 1872, re- 
build his party. He was at the convention 
of 1900 and made the only real fight agaiust 
the repetition of the folly of 1896. He was 
offered the vice presidential nomination, but 
he réfused to accept the principles of the |} 
party wreckers.” He made no compromises. 
He fought hard for supremacy, but was de- 
feated. | 

He continued the work of reorganization. | 
The same ability devoted to finance or in- 
dustry would have made him a rich man. 
But Hill loved politics more than money. It 
is said to be the only thing he ever loved. 

In 1902 he became the master of New 
York. The following year the Parker move- 
ment was started by Hill. This spring he 
wrote the New York platform, and secured 
instructions for his candidate. Within the 
last few days the force of the Parker move- * 
ment has been clearly revealed and has sur- ’ 
prised its friends and confounded its ene- . 
nies. |

REVOLUTION IN RURAL LIFE. 

A remarkable revolution is taking place 
in rural life. Within the last few years, and 
especially within the last two years, the 
telephone has become almost a8 much an 
agricultural implement as the riding plow. 
Its ring is almost as integral a part of the 
music of the up to date farm as chanti- 
cleer’s crow or the hum of the reaper. - 

Another great force that is helping along 
the revolution in rural life is rural free de- 
livery of mail. On July 1, 1899, there were 
but 200 rural free delivery routes in the 
United States. There are now 25,000 routes 
over which letters, metropolitan newspa- 
pers, samples of dress goods, and govern- 
ment seeds are carried daily to the gates of 
rural homes for 12,000,000 people. In many 
sections the interurban electric line is draw- 
‘ing the farmer and the city close together. 

Not long’ ago the summer boarder on the 
farm who wanted a bath was commended to 
the nearest pond, creek, or horse trough. 
Now thousands of farmhouses contain bath- 
rooms, equipped with porcelain tubs, hot 
and cold water. 

No longer is dinner served on a red table- 


on a cloth of immaculate whiteness. The 
old fashioned farm dinner also is disappear- 
ing. There have been formed in many rural 
communities “ beef clubs,” whose members 
kili and divide-a steer between them at 
stated intervals. The farmer, instead of | 
regaling himself on salt pork, now sits down 
to juicy roasts and noble sirloins, inter- 
spersed, of course, with neck and liver. 

‘One of the most serious problems of 
‘American social life is the tendency of the 
farmers’ boys to leave the farm and make 
for the city. They do this in most 
cases in obedience to their gregarious in- 
stincts, thinking to find in the crowds of 
the city excitement, pleasure, and exhil- 
aration. It is only by making farm life more 
attractive that the boys can be kept on the 
farm, The increasing comfort of farm life, 
if it tends to keep the boy on the farm, will . 
be of inestimable benefit not only to the 
farmer himself but to the country as a 
whole. | 


THE “BUSINESS ENGINEER.” 
Business, reproached with being a helter 
skelter. game of grab, assumes more and 
more every day the outlines and the propor- 
tions of a science. And science is not sor- 
did. ¢ The time will come when the produc- 
tion and distribution of material goods will. 
cease to be regarded as “ mere dollar get- 
ting ’’ and will take its place as a department 
of the scientific intellect. 
Not long ago the magazine called System 
spoke of thé “ business engineer.” That is, 
it implied that the man who is to conduct a 
business requires as rigid a teehnical train- 
ing and stands on as high an intellectual 
plane as the man who constructs a bridge. 
By. a curious and most significant coinci- 
dence the University of Brussels at just 
about the same time announced that it would 
bestow the title of “business engineer ” 
upon the graduates of its newly established 
department of commercial studies. _, 
Meanwhile commercial education, which 
is as technical as engineering education, has 
raised its head almost simultaneously in the 
three great commercial countries of the 
‘world. In Germeny there are three new 
“commercial universities,” one at Frank- 
fort, one at Leipsic, and one at Cologne, 
while a fourth is about to open at Berlin. 
In England the universities of London and of 
Manchester have added commercial courses: 
to their curricula and the University of Bir- 
mingham, at the suggestion of Joseph Cham- 
berlain, has erected a “faculty of com-

high schools are numerous and departments 
of commerce have been introduced into 
many colleges and universities, notably 
those of. Dartmouth, Michigan, Chicago, 
and Wisconsin. 

Under such circumstances is there not 
something to be said for the suggestion made 
by Prof. Waxweiler of the University of 
Brussels that as the nineteenth century 
made manufacturing processes scientific so 
the twentieth century will do commercial 
processes the same service? | 

A hundred and fifty years ago material 
goods were manufactured by hand or with 
the aid of machines as puny as they were 
puerile. Since that time the sciences have 
been laid under contribution and material 
goods are now manufactured by machines 
and through processes in which practical 
use is found for the discoveries made by sci- 
entists in physics, mechanics, chemistry, 
heat, light, and electricity. The laboratory 
and the workshop stand together in the his- 
tory of manufacturing during the nineteenth 
century. 

It is Prof. Waxweiler’s conviction that 

during the twentieth century the process of 
distributing manufactured goods through 
the markets of the world will become so 
complicated a profession, demanding so in- 
timate an acquaintance with labor and time. 
saving devices, with methods of transpor- 
tation, and with the habits and customs of 
the people of various countries, that in the 
first place rigjd preliminary training will be 
required, and that in the second place the 
business man will be set off in a profegsional, 
technical class by himself, just as much as 
the civil engineer, the architect, the chemist, 
or the physician. 
- Whether or not this prophecy is fulfilled 
in its entirety itis perfectly clear to ordinary 
observers even outside the professional 
chairs of the University of Brussels that 
commercial life, with the development of 
scientific processes and the expansion and 
complication of the world market, contin- 
ually demands greater breadth of intellect. 
It will be a halo for the twentieth century if 
it takes the sordid, fundamental process of 
providing the world with food, clothes, and 
other material goods and raises it to a sci- 
entific level where the “ dollar getter ” will 
become the “ business engineer.”

HE new Lord Cork being unmarried, 
the next heir to his many honors and 


large estates ig his younger brother, 
the Hon. Robert Boyle, married to a 


California girl, a daughter of Joseph | 


Hale of San Franciseo. Thelateearl always 
was a warm friend of the United States, 
while his wife has probably introduced a 
larger number of Americans into . English 
society than any other of its acknowledged 
leaders. It was under her sponsorship that 
William Waldorf Astor made his débujf in 
the London great world, and she wrote the. 
opening article of the inaugural number of 
his Pall Mall Magazine, choosing as her 
ry theme, “ The Deterioration of London §o- 
ciety Through Invasion by People Not En- 
titled by Birth or Breeding to a Position 
Therein.” 


Part of the large property inherited By the 
new earl from his father is situated in Ire- 
land and formerly belonged to Sir Walter 
Raleigh. Queen Elizabeth had granted to 
Sir Walter soon after the historic episode 
of his laying his cloak on the ground -to 
enable her to cross dry shod over a puddle 
and partly in recognition of this act. of 
courtesy some 42,000 Acres of land in Ireland, 
exclusive of bog and mountain," and which 
had formerly constituted part of the posses- 
sions of the earl of Desmond, About the 
same time an adventurer of the name of 
Richard Boyle appeared upon the scene as 
deputy escheator of Munster. According to 
the annals of the noble house of which Lord 
Cork is the head, this Richard Boyle was an 
adventurer of aristocratic birth; but from 
other reco it would appear that he had 
been chargéd at various times as a horse- 
thief and as a footpad—incidents In his career 
which are euphonistically described*in the 
pages of the standard “ Peerages " as *’ per- 
secutions on the part of the local author- 
ities.” 

As deputy escheator of Munster he man- 
aged to acquire considerable wealth, and 
later on, whet Sir Walter Raleigh fell into 
disgrace and was imprisoned, Boyle offered 
him $25,000 for all his Irish property, which 
Sir Walter, fearing that it might be con- 
fiscated by the crown, accepted. Boyle paid 
down a sum of $2,000 to bind the bargain, and 
that ts all that he is said to have ever really 
given for the. property, for which he later | 
on obtained from King James patents in due 
form, as well as elevation to the peerage, 
first as Lord Boyle, then as Viscount Dun- 
garven, and finally as the earl of Cork. 

Perhaps just on account of his cleverness, 
which commended itself in turn to Queen 
Elizabeth, King James, King Charles, and to 
Oliver Cromwell, he figures in history as 
“‘ the great earl of Cork."”" His son was Rob- 
ert Boylé, the philosopher, to whom we owe 
the air pump and thefirst hermetically sealed 
thermometer.

The lords of Cork always have been identi- 
fied to a great extent with the cify from 
which they: take their principal title. The 
late earl had effected a satisfactory settle- 
ment with.his tenants there but a few weeks 
before his death, while his grandfather, 
whom he succeeded, is favorably remem- 
bered by all Irish nationalists in connection, 
with his efforts to save the lives of Johr -7d 
Henry Sheares,’ sons of a popular banker of 
Cork, at the time of the Irish revolutionary 
movement. It was an informer of the name 
of Armstrong who swore away the lives of 
the two brothers. The earl happened to be 
edents of Armstrong, 
whom he had knowf out in India, where the 
man had been eourt martialed and drummed 
out of the army for a particularly disgrace- 
ful offense. The earl endeavored to save the 
Sheares by exposing the true character of 
Armstrong. But his letters were intercepted 
by Leonard McNally, the infamous lawyer, 
who had undertaken the defense of the 
Sheares in court, but who in reality had be- 
trayed their case to the crown. The earl’s 
letters never reached the proper quarter. 
The court remained in ignorance of the in- 
formation which he had placed at its disposal 
and the two Sheares were executed. 

The late earl and his countess have been 
among the most conspicuous figures of the 
English great world. Their house in Charles 
street, Berkeley square, built by the l&te 
Lord Revelstoke, but which he was forced 
to sell at the time of the Baring crash with- 
out ever having occupied it, is one of the 
finest and grandest in London, and both the 
earl and his countess, he the typical old 
English sportsman and grand seigneur, she 
the great lady of the middle Victorian era to 
the tips of her fingers, seemed there as if in 
a suitable environment, and the earl’s death 
is a great loss to English society. The 
countess, whose hair, in spite of her ad- 
vanced age, is still quite dark—she has hard- 
ly altered her way of dressing it since the 
early Victorian days—is a granddaughter of 
the famous English statesman, George Can- 
ning, and it is probable that if she survives 
her only brother, Lord Clanricarde, she will 
inherit his extensive Irish estates. 


It is the fault of the Countess Torby if the 
reconciliation between her husband; the 
Grand Duke Michael Michaeliovitch, and 
Nicholas IL has not beencomplete. Having 
marred his career by marrying him, in de- 
fiance of the commands of the late czar, she 
has by her willfulness prevented the present 
emperor from putting into execution his 
kindly intentions with ‘regard to the grand 
duke and herself. It is necessary to explain 
this in view of the misapprehension that has 
arisen with regard to the recently gazetted 
promotion,of her husband. | 
At the time when Michael was banished 
and deprived in 1891 of all his military honors 
and even of the right to wear any Russian 
uniform, for having wefided Countess Sophie 
Merenberg, he held the grade of captain of 
the first class on the general staff and the 
honorary coloneley of several regiments. 
When two years ago the present emperor, in 
response to the intercessions of the. grand 
duke’s aged and universally popular father, 
rescinded the decree of exile and consented 
to recognize the marriage as a morganatic 
union, thereby enGowing it with the validity 
which it had enjoyed neither in Russian nor 
at any foreign court until then, he. sum- 
moned Michael to St. Petersburg, received 
him kindly, and appointed him second captain 
of the First Chasseurs of the Caucasus, sug- 
gesting that the prince would do well to 
join his regiment, which was stationed at 
Tiflis, and do duty for g time with corps. 


It was the intention of the czar after a few 
months to promote his cousin to a colonelcy, 
to transfer him to St. Petersburg, and to re- 
ceive his wife at court, probably conferring 
upon her the title of duchess, which had 
been granted to other morganatic wives of 
Russian princes of the blood, notably to 
Zenaide Skobeleff, who was created duchess 
de Beauharnais. 

The gand duke was delighted. But when 
he returned to Cannes, where he had left his 
wife, the latter would not hear of living at 
Tiflis, or even of allowing her husband to 
“bury himself” there, as she expressed it. 
The consequence was that Michael, who is 
entirely under her influerice, was compelled 
to notify the emperor that he could not join 
his regiment. Nicholas was not only dis- 
appointed, but angry as well, and for a time 
would hold no further communication with 
his cousin. Lately he has relented to the 
extent of at least restoring the grand duke 
the rank which he held. at the time of his 
disgrace in 1891—namely: that of captain of 
the first class on the general staff. But the 
countess has forfeited forever all prospects 
of ever being received at the court of St. 
Petersburg, or of being recognized as a rela- 
tive by the reigning house of Russia.

THE NORGE DISASTER. 

Chicago, July 4.—[Editor of The Tribune.] 
~The -first thing that met my eye yesterday 
morning on unfolding Tue TRIBUNE was the 
Norge disaster. I do not understand how 
a steamboat line can be so hopelessly mis- 
managed. If it were only property that was 
lost the punishment would fit the crime, 
but as it is now 1,000 lives have been prac- 
tically sacrificed unnecesgarily. It becomes 
high time for some one to speak up. I do 
not want to speak against the steamboat 
company without just reason, being Danish 
born myself, but I feel keenly the utter hope- 
lessness of the affair. . 

I had hoped that one disaster after an- 
other would have taught them a lesson, but 
from your description in your paper I see 
it is not so. There are three great points 
involved in the matter: The sailing of the 
ship at almost full speed in foggy weather, 
the lack of. drilling of the crew, and the 
miserable state of the lifeboats. “It is sim- 
ply a repetition of the other accidents, one 
of which I witnessed myself on board the 
Hecla’ some twenty years a an exactly 
similar accident to this. [ came on deck 
fully dressed, and it was then twenty-five 
minutes before ene boat was lowered by the 
disorderly crowd, aided by oné lantern, that 
looked like a firefly ona dark night. These 
boats were filled with all kinds of truck 
that had to be emptied first; they had never 
been lowered before, apparently, as it was 


from twenty minutes’ to one-half hour’s work 


to loosen one. The reversing of the engine 
and backing away was also done by the 
Hecla, which had 110 feet ripped open by 
the hidden rock, and every soul on board 


would have been lost had it not been for the } 


second mate, whose presence of mind gave 
the signal to stop. I am glad to say this 
man was promoted for his quick action. 
When two boats rammed each other in mid- 
ocean some ten years ago it was this re- 
versing of the engine, coupled with the ina- 
bility of the crew to lower the boats that 
cost nearly everybody’s life on board one of 
the steamers. This accident we see repeated 
on the Norge to its fullest extent. As for 
the panic, I witnessed none on the Hecla; 
there seemed to have been none on the 
Norge. The sublime spectacle of this im- 
meéense creature’s death struggle seemed to 
inspire awe rather than fear. 

This line has been unusually unlucky, and 
it seems to me they should have been that 
much*more prepared. If the authorities in 
Copenhagen are blind, might not the au- 
thorities in New York take a hand? There 
is no reason why they should take twenty 
minutes to one-half hour to lower a boat, 
and I remember the same year the Hecla 
sunk a large boat was so rammed outside of 
Liverpool it went down in exactly five min- 
utes, with but~one life lost—a man who 
jumped overboard.

Chicago, July. 4.—[Editor of The Tribune.’] 
—The. page devoted to the clergymen’s attl- 
tude towards remarriage of divorced per- 
sons is interesting and beneficial. I know- 
ingly permitted my former wife to obtain 
a divorce decree by default on the ground 
of cruelty, and am therefore included with- 
in the wholesale condemnation of the cler- 
gy. Divorced people, as a class, are not or- 
ganized. They have no organ. They to 
not, individually, care to parade their mis- 
fortunes in public, and therefore little is 
known of their trials or the value of their 
relief from a domestic hell, 

In olden. times the man issued a writing 
of divorcement to his wife, but in modern 
times it is generally the wife who files the 
bill to abolish the husband. 

The attitude of the clergy on this subject 
is akin to its attitude om dancing, theaters, 
infant damnation, a brimstone lake, and 
other subjects, and its influence will no more 
affect the progress of divorce and remarriage 
than it has affected the theaters.

I also approve of the whole- 
sale condemnation of divorce by the clergy, 
as it will widen the breach between church 
and states READER.

Secretary Hammerston went at once to 
the Tenderloin station and explained to the 
sergeant at the desk what he wanted. The 
sergeant assigned Detective Willeuse to go 
with Hammerston to Rasmussen's house at 
934 Bast Fifty-third street. He was not at 
home. The detective, however, got track of 
him at Fifty-third street and Third avenue, 
and there he was arrested. 

Rasmussen told the detective that he hed 
lost the money mostly in betting on the last 
Suburban and Brooklyn handicaps.

NRWS OF THE RAILWAYS, 


All Rail Lines Suffer Serious Falling in 
Business and Reduction in Grain 
Rates Is Probable—Milwaukee and

COOL WEATHER INJURES CORN. 


Winter Wheat Harvest Makes Slow 
Progress from Same Cause—Gen- 
eral Crop News. 


Washington, D. C.,- July 5.—The weather 
bureau's weekly summary of crop conditions 
is as follows: 

In the lake region and central valleys the week 
ending July 4 was unseasonably cool and unfavor- 
able for rapid growth, but highly favorable tem- 
peratures prevailed in the southern states and in 
the Rocky mountain and Pacific coast districts 
In the districts east of the Rocky mountains the 
rain, as a whole, was well distributed and ample, 
too much occurring in the lower Missouri! and Red 
river of the North valleys. Portions of the south 
Atlantic and east gulf states continue to need 
rain, although droughty conditions in these dis- 
tricts have been largely relieved. Rain is much 
needed on the immediate north Pacific coast. 

In Nebraska and Kansas corn has grown well, 
but in the central and eastern portions of the 
corn belt growth has been slow as a result of cool 
weather. 

Winter wheat harvest has made slow progress 
in Missouri and Kansas, and damage to wheat in 


r shock vis reported from the first named state. 


Complaints of rust are also received from portions 
of Missouri and from Nebraska and Kansas. East. 
of thé “Mississippi river bettsr harvesting weather 
has prevailed, and this work, as a whole, has 
advanced satisfactorily. having begun in the up- 
per Ohio valley. Winter wheat harvest has begun 
in Oregon and will soon begin in Washington. 

In the northern portion of the spring eat 
region cool, wet weather has checked rapid ad- 
vancement of spring wheat, which, however, ts 
g>nerally doing well. Over the southern portion 
of the spring wheat region the reports indicate 
an improvement over the previous week. 

The general outlook for oats is promising, but 
this crop has suffered from excessive moisture on 
low lands in Minnesota, and in portions of Mis- 
souri, Nebraska, and Oklahoma. East of the Mis- 
sissippi harvesting has made good progress in the 
more southerly districts. 

An improvement in cotton is generally indicated 
throughout the cotton belt, and while the plant 
continues small in the central and eastern dis- 
tricts it is now making rapid growth throughout 
the belt, especially in the central and western 

stricts. 

“ae reports respecting tobacco indicate that this 

crop is growing nicely and is in promising con- 
n. 

one outlook for apples in the central Mississippt 

and Ohio valleys and the greater part of the 

middle Atlantic states is not promising, but in the 

lake region the prospects are favorable. 

While rains have injured hay in portions of the 
lower Missouri and Ohio valleys and New Eng- 
land, a good crop ifs generally promised.

New York, July 5.—[Special.}—Col. W. C. 
Nelson of the Kentucky~-Tennessee board, 
whose death was announced yesterday, was 
a native of Arkansas. He was 63ayears of 
age; and had been a rheumatic sufferer for 
a yearor more. The immediate cause of his 
death was angina pectoris.

While the chairman of the committee of twenty 
has succeeded tn having assignments of engineer 
officers made by the war and treasury depart- 
ments and commissioners of thé District of Colum- 
bia, and while the department of commerce and 
labor has taken an active interest, through Deputy 
Commissioner Herbert Knox Smith, still only the 
war department has permitted its representative 
to issue certificates of change. In view of having 
the new department act, the following letter has 
been written: 

** New York, July 2.—Mr. President: Herewith 
I hand you a printed copy of the report of the 
engineers employed by the national board of fire 
underwriters on conditions from the standpoint of 
the city of Norfolk, Va. This being our first re- 
port we realize it can be improved upon as to 
form, etc. It will.appear next, the one now being 
prepared covering Pittsburg, Pa. Our force of 
engineers dually is being enlarged, the latest 
acquisition being Capt. Greely 8. Curtis, a grad- 
uate of Cornell, who for the last five y has 
been connected with the Boston (Mass) fire de- 
partment as assistant to Fire Commissioner Col. 
Henry Russel. Capt. Curtis will have supervision 
of the fire department branch of our work. In 
general an effort will be made to secure fhe 
services of the highest grade specialists. I venture 
again to bring your attention to the fact that the 
coéperation of the federal government will greatly 
enhance the value of our work, for the reason it 
will enable us to impress the civic authorities 
with the fact that improvements asked are reason- 
able and in the interest of the public. If a model 
law cauld be framed and adopted for the city of 
Washington, thus giving it the stamp of approval, 
fire underwriters probably would be able to have 
the measure adopted in many, if not all, cities of 
the country, and in the course of time danger from 
conflagration would be minimized and fire waste 
greatly reduced. 

‘* The Slocum disaster stirred the whole country, 
but if a fire should occur tn some of our well known 
department stores during the busy hour the loss 
ot life would be many times greater than re- 
sulted from that catastrophe, while a possible re- 
sulting conflagration would cause a panic such as 
this country has never seen. Ex-Fire Chief Bon- 
ner stated that in New York City today there is 
greater danger from a sweeping fire than ever 
before in its history." 


I beg you will understand I amr writing you more 
as a citizen than as the underwriter, because as a 
citizen I desire.a good country. Asan underwriter 
I am merely @ tax collector, taking from the many 
prosperous to pay the comparatively few unfor- 
tunates, at the safhe time securing a profit for my 
stockholders. As a citizen, having knowledge of 
the subject, I know the fire waste is largely pre- 
ventable and that unless effective measures are 
taken to (mprove conditions, especially in our 
larger cities and towns, there is almost sure to be a 
greatly increased tax for insurance. I realize the 
Supreme court has held insurance is not commerce 
and therefore some contend the federal govern- 


ment may fot handle the subject, but a clause of | 


the act establishing the department of commerce 
and labor reads: 

“It shall also be the province and duty of said 
bureau under direction of the secretary of com- 
merce and labor to gather, compile, publish, and 
supply useful information concerning such cor- 

rations doing business within the limits of the 

nited States as shall engage in interstate com- 
merce or commerce between the United States and 
any foreign country, Including corporations en- 
gauged in insurance, and attend to such other duties 
as may be hereafter provided by law.’’ 

‘Certainly it gives some warrant for thinking this 
ruling yet may be changed. In any event it seems 
to me the investigations of engineers of the na- 
tional board of fire underwriters may well have the 
annervision of the federal government through the 
department of commerce and Jabor. 

ol. W. C. Nelson of the Kentucky-Tennessee 

rd of fire underwriters, who died last Saturday 
morning, on Friday sent a report of his recent ex- 
amination ofthe fire department water supply of 
Nashville, Tenn., to Chafrman Henry Evans of the 
committee of twenty. The report was exhaustive 
and has the following to say regarding the con- 
flagration hazard in that city: 

“ The conflagration hazard should embrace that 
portion of the city enolosed in the following limits: 
Commencing on the north at intersection of Gay 
street with the Cumberland river, proceeding 
along Gay street to North college, thence 
along North college to Capitol avenue, out Capi- 
tol avenue to Summer etreet, along Summer street 
to Cedar, out Cedar to North High, up North High 


“to Union. out Union to Vine, up Vine to Broad, 


out Broad to North High, up North High to Union, 
amd out Demonbreund to the Cumberland river.*’ 
. Complete details of the fire department equip- 
ment and water supply are then given in the re- 
port, which concluded with the following recom- 
mendations: 

“There should be an additional fire company 
fully equipped, a,new second class or third class 
steam fire engine, combination chemical] and hose 
wagon, and 1,500 feet of first class hose, a suit- 
able building for housing this apparatus at th 
corner of Olympia and Spruce streets, at which 
point the city already owns a lot. It is estimated 
these improvements would not cost over $12,000. 
There should also be built an addition to the 
engine house now located on Woodland street in 
east Nashville. Water mains should be extended 
on Seventh etreet to William street and on Kaine 
avenue 500 feet south by extending the water main 
on McNairy street from Clinton to Hamilton, 
thereby connecting two dead ends, which work is 
regarded by the chief of the fire department az 
absolutely necessary. The water main on Jack- 
son street should be extended from Park street 
to Addison and on Monroe from Buena Vista to 
Tilden street, also on Scovel from McLemore 
and Tilden. It also ie earnestly necommended that 
the main on. First street, east Nashville, be ex- 
tended as far as the Davidson Benedict Manufact- 
uring company, also the aix inch main on Green 
and Fairfieid streets to Decatur. Main lateral 
pipes not less than six inches in diameter should 
be extended to all built up residential and manu- 
facturing districts, especially those in east Nash- 
ville. These extensions should have attached a 
suitable number of fire hydrants in proper loca- 
tions, and not cver 400 feet apart. Additional 
fire hydrants should also be located through the 
business sections, especially gt the corners of all 
intervening streets for use in case of fire at the 
- of mercantile buildings. At least one dozen 
additional fire alarm boxes should be located. in 
exposed sections. Permanently attached keys 
with box guards shoukd: be conmmected to all fire 
alarm Loxes in the business districts.”

The eight vacation schools opened yester- 
day and early in the morning the sidewalks 
and yards in front of the buildings were 
thronged with children seeking to be en- 
‘rolled, They came with their mothers, who 
wore faded calico dresses and had shawis 
thrown over their heads.
